Eban's news conference was ex- 
pected to end just before the Se- 
curity Council met at 3 p. m. on 
th« Indonesian quetsion.

UNCLE SAM IS AFTER 


HIS SHARE OF PRIZES 


Washington, 
Jan. 
11—(JP) — 
Low and middle salary groups ap- 
peared likely today to escape any 
general income tax boosts this 
year in spite of a record $41,858,- 
000,000 peacetime budget. 
But there was fairly general ag- 
reement in both Democratic and 
Republican ranks that if President 
Truman's spending program for 
the fiscal year starting July 1 is 
to be followed, someone is going 
to have to ante up more money. 
Also, if his social welfare pro- 


posals" are enacted millions of 
workers and their employers will 
have larger payroll taxes. 


Republicans shouted for econ- 


omy. 
They pointed to the spectre 


of a deficit formed by the budget 
the president sent to congress yes- 
terday. 


The Democratic heads of the 
senate and house tax-writing com- 
mittees, Senator George of Geor- 
gia and Representative Doughton 
of North Carolina, maintained a 
cautious position. They said they 
awnt to see how much money con- 
gress votes to spend before con- 
sidering tax raises. 
As a result, there Is a strong 
possibility that the legislative bud- 
get provision of the congressional 
reorganization act will be -sus- 
pended. 
This provision requires 
congress to set an estimate on ap- 
propriations and income by Febru- 
ary 15 each year. 
Rep. Cannon (D«Mo), who •will 
head 
the . house"" appropriations 
committee, said he will ask the 
committee to take the initiative 
to suspend the budget ceiling re- 
quirement. 
The president himself estimated 


the, deficit for the year at $873,- 
000,000 but he has proposed that it 
be wiped out and some cash be 
provided for national debt by hik- 
ing tax rates. 
Rep. Taber (R-NY), appropria- 
tions chairman in the 80th con- 
gress, said the budget will have to 
be "cut down to earth." 


In line with the president's re- 
cent recommendation that most of 
t'he requested $4,000,000,000 tax in- 
crease come from corporations and 
perhaps 
from 
higher 
income 
groups, Rep. Ebernarter *(D-PaJ, 
coming up with a tax plan, said 
he believes increases should be 
aimed at corporations and persons 
whose incomes are $16,000 a year 
or more. 


Some Republicans joined with 
Democrats in approving the presi- 
dent's request to expand social se- 
curity Insurance by hiking from 
one to one and one-half per cent 
next July 1 the Old Age Insurance 
payroll tax on workers and adding 
20,000,000 people to the 30,000,000 
now covered. There was less sup- 
port for his proposed health in- 
surance program—to be financed 
the first year by a payroll tax of 
one-fourth of one per cent on em- 
ployes and the same amount on 
employers.

Many highways were closed because of ice and snow. The fruit and 
vegetable crop was further endangered by the wintry blasts. The

The Rocky mountain region and 


parts of the midwest got another 
blast of sub-zero temperatures.

Want a Greenhouse? Here's 
Next Best at Low Cost 


Many o* the advantages of a 


small greenhouse, at a fraction of 
its cost, may be enjoyed by the 
amateur gardener v.-ho equips this 
cold frame with an electric heat- 
ing cable. Cables and thermostats 
are row obtainable at less than the 
cost to a townsman of suitable ma- 
nure, xvere he aole to find it. 


Current used for heating depends 


upon tee insulation of the frame, 
and ho-.v early in the spring heat 
is turned on, but it seldom adds 
an important amount to the light 
bill. Advantages are many Tnere 
is a much more e\ en heat, which is 
beneficial to all plants and vital to 
those trial chill easily. It gives a 
longer grov ing period, SJ.HCB the 
heat does not Become exhausted, 
as does heat from manure, which 
sometimes fails before the outside 
temperature is sa:e

rure is used to supply heat.

LO. loops, so that heat will be evenly 
distriouted. The supply wire and 
cable are, both connected to a ther- 
mostat, which, can be set at the 
desired minimum temoerature, so 
that as soon as the thermometer 
falls to that point heat is turned on. 


V/hen temperature rises a few 


degrees above tue minimum, heat 
is shut off, and the variation be- 
tween maximum 
and minimum 


temperatures 
is much less than 


with the old fashioned hot-bed. 


The heating cable is usually cov- 


ered w:t'i four to six inches of soil. 
It is a good idea to place a sheet 
of fine meshed poultry wire an inch 
above the cable, with soil between. 
Anotner method is to grow plants 
in flats, \\hich are placed on a grat- 
ing just above the heating cable, 
which is not buried in soil, and thus 
is always open to inspection. To 
improve insulation and reduce cur- 
rent consumption, tne frame should 
be banked v ;th cindcis, \\hich are 
covered v.ith soil, to within a few 
inches of the top.

Monthly Old-Age and Survivors 


Insurance benefits at the rate ot 
almost $2,000,000 annually were 
being paid in the Erie area at the 
end of 1948, It was announced by 
Bernard A. Farabaugh, Manager 
of the Erie office of the Social Se- 
curity Administration. 
This is an all-time "high" for 
the old-age survivor* insurance 
program, representing an increase 
of about 20% over 1947, Fara- 
baugh stated. 


A year-end summary by the 
Erie Social Security Office shows 
that about ^7,100 persons are now 
receiving monthly payments ur.dei 
the Federal social security pro- 
gram at an average monthly rate 
cf $148,500. The service area oi 
the Erie office includes Erie, Craw- 
ford and Warren counties. 
Throughout the nation about 


2,300,000 persons are now receiv-

Under the Social Security Act 
monthly insurance payments are

MORE ABOUT TAXES 


The question of more taxes, and how the program 


will affect the individual taxpayer, in the opinion of 
James Marlow, Associated Press feature writer in Wash- 
ington, probably hits closer home with most people than 
anything else in President Truman's budget message. 


Mr. Truman is talking about two kinds of taxes: 
1. He wants a straight-out tax increase of $4 bil- 


lion. This he wants mostly from the profits of corpora- 
tions and—maybe—from the income of individuals in 
the upper and middle income brackets. 


2. He wants Social Security tax raised and he wants 


Congress to. create a health insurance plan, which would 
call for a brand new tax. 


The Social Security tax now is paid by employers 


and employes; and the health insurance tax would come 
out of your pay check, too. 


How much would all this come to as a tax increase 


on business and the public? About $6 billion altogether 
the first year—$4 billion under number one above and 
about $2 billion under number two. 


Take the $4 billion tax raise first— 
To stay out of the red, the government must collect 


in taxes as much money as it pays out in expenses. 


But in the fiscal year beginning July 1—so Mr. Tru- 


man says—the government should spend $42 billion, or 
$1 billion more than it expects to collect in taxes. 


Avoiding that debi is one of his reasons for wanting 


the $4 billion tax increase. But he has another reason. 


The government debt—built up tremendously when 


the government had to borrow money to run the war— 
is running around $252 billion. 


That's why Mr. Truman is asking for that S4 billion : 


To keep the country from going further into debt and 
to help pay off some of the present debt. But what about 
the Social Security and health insurance tax? 


The government can't use that money for paying its 


expenses or paying off debt. That money goes into a trust, 
or set-away, fund. 


Ri^ht now employers and employes are each paying 


one per cent of the payroll money: one per cent by the 
employer on his payroll, and one per cent by the employe 
on his pay. 
Mr. Truman \vants this raised this year to 


2.72 per cent each. 


At the same time r.e wants 25 million neople not now 


covered by Social Security brought within its protection. 


As for a tax for a health insurance program, top 


ofEcials say this would bring in about 
SGOO,OCO,GOO in 


new taxes the first year and v.ould add another one-half 
of one per cent tax on payrolls.

charges of attempting to bribe a 
player to "fix" college basketball 
games. 


A New York county (Manfcat- 


tan) 
grand jury Indicted all four 
defendants, and a federal grand 
jury in Washir.grton, D. C., indict- 
ed three of them. 


The accused— all free in bail of 


$20,000 each— are Jack Levy, 40, 
of Miami, Fla.; William Rivlin, 
43; Joseph Aronowitz, 35, and Phil- 
ip Klein, 34. The la.-t three are 
from New York. 


They have denieo. the charges 
since their arrest here last Tues- 
day night. They were accused by 
David Shapiro of New York, co- 
captain of the basketball team of 
George 
Washington 
University, 


Wasnuigton, of offering him a 
51,000 bribe to throw a game at 
Madison Square Garden that night. 


The 
Washington indictments 
named Lavy, Aronowitz and Kle'in. 
Assistant U. S. Attorney John W. 
Finelly said the indictments were 
based on offers all egedly made to 
Shapiro last month in a Wash- 
ington hotel. If convicted the de- 
fendants would be liable to a max- 
imum of five years in prison and 
a 510,000 fine, 


Conviction on the New York in- 
dictments could bring imprison- 
ment from one to five years and a 
fine up to $10,000.
